Speak with Glendy (my supervisor) if you have a problem with this. 


I get requests frequently for oversized rods, and the prices people pay are 
ridiculous. But they want 'em, and they find them. Small quantities (less than 
1,000) of custom rods can be very expensive, especially when they are of a 
length that is very difficult to cinter with good camber tolerance. Most of the 
larger rods have been discontinued in small quantities because there is little 
or no commercial interest in them. 


You can put two 7 1/2 (seven and one-half) inch rods end-to-end and get similar 
electrical response, but not exact and it won't have the same physical 
characteristics. For some applications the rod simply must be in one piece. 


Never again will I post a find like this to the group. In less than two hours 

I've received more input on these rods - mostly negative - than I've received 

on anything I've ever posted to any electronic medium. I've got more of a clue 
than you could imagine!

On the SW40+, I simply paralleled a 47pf£ NPO (spare from the kit) with C8 

(82pf£). Tuning went from approximately 7023-7058, about 35KHz, to 7004-7061, 
about 57KHz or so. (This came out perfect for me - I almost did a backflip.) 
I've not made any comprehensive drift measurements, yet, and I'm sure there 
may some slight differences, but if so, my very critical ear can't hear it. 


Obviously the extended range made the tuning a little more touchy, but so 
far is acceptable. I'm sure the linearity was affected, too, but I didn't 
measure it prior to the mod.

Mike: I have also noted references, some critical, to relays being used in 
QSK circuits on this list lately. QSK is the ability to hear CW signals 
between your dits/dahs, even at high rates of speed, while not deforming 
your own keyed waveshape. If your TS570 gives you this, you have "GOOD" 
QSK, enjoy it. The method for achieving QSK does not enter into it. (in 
my opinion) A loud relay DOES detract from the performance of QSK. 
Semi-QSK, or delayed receiver recovery is unacceptable for my use. Most 
of the QRP kit rigs achieve their QSK thru solid state switching, rather 
than using relays, and do a pretty good job at it. 


Ten Tec rigs are noted as the standard for QSK by which all others are 
compared. Eliminating relays as a means of achieving this QSK would 
eliminate most of Ten Tec's rigs, as they DO use relays in the QSK circuit. 

My only objection to relays for QSK is the fact that I can HEAR the relay 
on my Omni series and Delta, but not on the Corsair II, the QSK operation 
itself is flawless on all. I think the Argosy series and Century 21/22 did 
use solid state switching in QSK. "72"

The ARRL Lab uses an HP437B/8482A that can be calibrated 

by NIST, though the ideal sensor for 5 watt QRP work might be 

the 25 watt 8481B, which avoids the error involved with a 
precision attenuator. Accuracy without external attenuators and 
couplers is roughly 0.5% plus the NIST sensor calibration 
uncertainty. Don't forget mismatch errors if you use attenuators. 


When I use one of these sensors, I like to make sure that even 

if something breaks or goes into oscillation, the sensor still won't 
be overloaded. I normally use 100 mW as the worst case scenario for 
the 8482A sensor. I've gotten lazy and just assume that all our test 
gear doesn't like to see excessive DC voltages--which can be just a 
few volts. I also assume that ALC systems are poorly designed unless 
proven otherwise. I recommend testing the attenuators and the test 
setup before attaching the sensor.

Accurate power measurement can be very difficult for RF, and not too many 
people need to know the power to four decimal places. 


The best accuracy is usually achieved with calorimetry, where the RF is 
converted to heat and the heat gain in a mass is calculated from 
measurements of temperature. There was a good article in QST a while back 
that you should dig out and read. Sorry, I can't remember the issue -- doa 
search to find it. It can be a lot of fun to play with. 


I suspect that most of the power meters you have tested were designed for 
larger levels than 4 watts. Since these were probably all based on diode 
detectors, the accuracy goes to zilch at the low end of the measurement 
range. Lab grade power meters are generally designed to calibrate out the 


low-end non-linearity and temperature sensitivity problems, and will doa 
better job, but still not perfect. 


NIST (previously NBS) can provide a wealth of information -- perhaps too 
much information! Highly recommended for the terminally inquisitive. 


How far apart are your two meters, when one measures 3 watts, and the other 
4? The error is 1.24938736608 dB. i=) What's a dB among friends? 


My advice is to believe the 3 watt meter so you can put up a 2.2 dB gain 
antenna and still be QRP legal. :-)

>I'm curious why an end fed Zepp antenna works without a counterpoise. 


A 'counterpoise', the way we typically use it with an end-fed antenna, 
functions as a low impedance point for the antenna tuner. An open 1/4 
wavelength wire looks like low impedance, which the antenna tuner works 
against to feed the high impedance antenna. There is current flowing in 
the counterpoise, and it ‘can' be made part of the antenna radiating 
system, but we typically toss on the ground so it doesn't inadvertantly 
screw up the expected antenna pattern. 


An end fed zepp antenna works like a J pole. The transmission line is an 

odd multiple of 1/4 wavelengths, which provides the low feed impedance to 

high antenna impedance transformation. There are heuristic arguments that 
say a zepp doesn't work, etc., but the antenna works fine. 


So, L.B., does the feedline radiate? My intuition sez both yes and no ...

Hi. Regarding power measurement at qrp levels, I have used a plain old 50 
ohm terminator plugged into my squigglescope, which has it's own 
calibrator, which is more accurate than I ever need. Assuming the 
harmonic content of the signal you are measuring is better than 10 dB or 
so, and most rigs are better than 30 dB, you can calculate power quite 
accurately. Not good enough for NIST, but hey, if you want to see how 
much £lame/smoke is coming out of that qrp rig, just run a coax from it 
over to the oscilloscope with a 50 ohm terminator (appropriate for the 
power level you are measuring), look at the sine wave, and do the (V%2)/R 
calculation of the RMS reading you get. Works for me.

I am building the NW80/40m which I ordered from Dan's Small Parts a while 
back when he had it on sale. I completed the VFO section, but have quite 

a bit of trouble figuring how to mount the air cap. The instruction said 
that I should drill 2 4-40 size holes, mount the body of the cap onto 

the board, make sure that the cap body is isolated from ground. Then solder 
a wire from one of the terminals (stater???) to a solder pad on the PC 
board. There are 4 of them, 2 on each side of the cap. From the drawing, 
looking at the cap with the tuning knob toward me, I can see that it is 

one of the terminal on the right side. Which one is it? 


Also by looking at the schematic, I see that the cap was supposed to go 
to ground at one end and connect parallel with a trim cap (C36) at 

the other. How can this be accomplished if the body of the air cap 

is isolated from ground and only one wire is connected to the circuit?

Howdy Gang, 


Thought I'd give you a "heads up" on a new project I've been poking at in 
my "Spare" time. 


It's a wide range signal generator, wtih nearly continues tuning from 400 
KHz to 300 MHz! It's PLL based, uP controled with LCD frequency display, 
knob tuned and selectable tuning steps. 


What I did was take a 100 to 200 MHz VCO, mixed it with a 100 MHz TTL clock 
oscillator in a SBL-1 mixer. The mixer output is low passed to give a 0 to 
100 MHz signal and feed to a MC14170-1 PLL chip, under uP control. A direct 
output from the VCO gives the 100 to 200 MHz output and the mixer is also 
high passed to give a 200 to 300 MHz output. 


In practice, the lowest it can go is 400 KHz, so the bands actually tune 

400 KHz to 100 Mhz, 100.4 MHz to 200 MHz and 200.4 to 300 MHz. I can do 1 
KHz steps to up to 64 MHz then need to switch to 5 KHz steps for 64 to 100 
MHz. That step range, of course, is translated to the higher band outputs. 


I had to square up the signal going to the PLL to get a stable lock at 
frequencies under 2 MHz, so there is also a TTL output available, but just 
on the low band frequencies. 


The next step is to build a relay-less switching circuit to combine the 
three outputs into one jack and add an AGC circuit to level out the signal 
over the whole frequency range. The AGC circuit will also be a coarse 
variable attenuator. 


Finally, I'm thinking of adding a 10.7 MHz offset and FM reciever circuit 
with signal strength meter. As there will not be any input filters on the 
reciever, it woun't be suitable for off the air reception, but is used to 
lisen for local signals in a rig you might be trouble shoting. 


Although designed primaraly as a piece of test gear, I have put provisions 
for FM modulation of the VCO, so with some external filters, this could be 
the bases of a 10, 6, 2 and 3/4 meter FM rig. (In that case I might have to 
add in up 6 and down 6 offsets) 


As is always the case, if there is enough interest in a piece of gear like 
this, it could become a kit. It would be a relativly expensive kit, in mid 
to high 100 dollar range. There is still a lot of work left to finish up 
the project. Let me know if you'd be interested in this device, so I can 
get an idea of much effort to put into making it repoducable.

Here is a simulation that I did for the 30M version of Dave Benson's 
new rig, the SW-30+. Nothing has been done to make the model an 
exact fit, just to show how a Colpitts will start up and that indeed 
Dave's version does oscillate. :-) I substituted an arbitrary value 
for the variable cap just to get it running. 


I hope to get some time this weekend to draw several configurations 
of Colpitts and illustrate how they work on the web page as ASCII 
schematics would be terrible. :-) 


For an oscillator to work, you need three things. 


1. An amplifier with gain say A(f) at frequency f. 

2. Some feedback of the output with factor a(f). 

3. Barkhauser's Law says that A(f)xa(£)=1.00 for the 
oscillator to work continously. If Axa<1, then oscillations 
will die out. If Axa>1, then amplitude out will grow until 
distortion and other nasty things occur. 


So if you build an oscillator of any kind and it doesn't work, 
part of the problem is a failure to meet the above criteria. 


I hadn't seen anyone note that in the usual configuration, the 
feedback is usually taken from the collector, but Dave Benson used 
the emitter. 


Also, Dave spent a great deal of time and effort to get an oscillator 
that does not drift. Good job. Others will build this oscillator from 
scratch, make some mods, and then find that it drifts. Temperature 
coefficients are very important here and can obviously cause some 

minor or major problems. So if anyone posts to this group asking for 
help on drift problems you will get some questions on component markings 
and types for this reason. 


Thanks for the feedback (no pun intended) on the C1 value on my web page. 
It was the value in the beta version and I did not catch the change when 
I did the schematic. What it did was make the setting of the slug in 
the IF can about midrange instead of close to the top.

> I am building the NW80/40m which I ordered from Dan's Small Parts a while 
> back when he had it on sale. I completed the VFO section, but have quite 
> a bit of trouble figuring how to mount the air cap. The instruction said 
> that I should drill 2 4-40 size holes, mount the body of the cap onto 

> the board, make sure that the cap body is isolated from ground. Then 
solder 

> a wire from one of the terminals (stater???) to a solder pad on the PC 

> board. There are 4 of them, 2 on each side of the cap. From the drawing, 
> looking at the cap with the tuning knob toward me, I can see that it is 
> one of the terminal on the right side. Which one is it? 

> 


I recently built the NW40 kit. I purchased mine directly from Emtech. Not 
sure if there's a difference between those and the ones that Dan's sells. 


On mine, there were already two holes in the PC board for mounting the 
air-variable with two supplied screws. I didn't use any isolation - it 
appeared from the schematic that the capacitor body was to be at chassis 
ground via the mounting screws. 


As for the other terminals - I think you'll find that they're all 
electrically equivilent. You can confirm this with an ohmmeter. I believe 
that they're all connected to the stator plates. I don't have the rig right 
in front of me at the moment, but as I recall I connected a jumper to the 
appropriate point on the PC board, from whichever terminal was physically 
closest - and it worked fine.

I'm curious what homebrew rig people are using for milliwatting. Just got 
my SST kit and caught a note which got me curious as I want to stretch 
the lower limits of the power curve. I haven't seen the specs on many of 
the kits. 


The SST says "A power output setting of 0.5 watts or higher is 
recommended for best transmitted signal purity. 


The Sierra manual says - in bold print no less - "Reducing power output 
to less than 0.5 Watts may result in poor spectral purity on some bands." 


I haven't seen that kind of warning in the OHR 100A manual and tried it 
at 0.05 Watts in the FL QSO party with good success, but I haven't looked 
at it's signal quality at that level.. 


Has anyone tied any of these rigs, or look as how they perform, or have 
preference for one of the other kits for the real low power levels? How 
far can the Sierra be pushed on what bands?

>What is the typical capacitance range found on 1N914 diodes? 
>1N34? I'm looking to make a another VFO, one more suited 
>towards ham radio use (my other one is excellent for 
>digital electronics, but it has too wide a tuning range) on 
>the 40m band. Thanks. 


If you already have a varactor, but it has two much range, 
an alternative solution that I have used is to tap the 
varactor off a winding further down the inductor. 


First calculate the C you will need to tune to each end of 
the band you want to tune given the L you currently have. 
Suppose you have a 4 uH coil and you want to tune from 7.0 
to 7.15 MHz, at 7.0 MHz you need: 


C = 1/(4*pixpixf«xf*L), at 7.0 Mhz C = 129.2 pf, 
at 7.15 Mhz C = 123.8 pf 


>From these two C calculations, you have the delta C, or 
tuning range C that use need. In this case, 5.3 pf. 


If I use a MV209 that I happen to have on hand, it has about 
28 pf at 3v and 16 pf at 8v for a tuning range of about 12 pf. 
So what I would like to do is make my 12 pf range diode act 
like 5.3 pf. 


One way to do this is to place another cap is series with it, 

but my experience is that this tend to skew the tuning range. 

You tend to get all the tuning action (more than normal at least) 
on the small C side of the tuning. 


I have found tapping down the inductor works better. This uses 
the inductor like an autotransformer to transform a smaller 
reactance (larger C) tapped down the coil to a larger reactance 


(smaller C) at the top of the coil. A transformer works as the 
ratio of the turns squared. 


In this case we want a transformer ratio of 12/5.3 or 2.26. 

Take the square root of this and the turns ratio needed is 1.5:1 
If the 4 uh coil is 30 turns, tapping at 20T will give the desired 
1.5:1 step up. 


As a side note, you will most likely find that a 1N914 will have to 
small of a delta C range unless you are just looking for +/-5 KHz.

I think one reason that so many of our little QRP rigs do so well 

is the use of low frequency IFs. It seems like crystals in the 

4 MHz range have x*xmuchxx better selectivity than those in the 

50 MHz range such as used in the QRP+. The 11 MHz 4 pole crystal filter 
that Ten Tec uses in their 40m rig sounds awful wide to me. 


Since I have been giving some thought to a multiband "high band" 
rig (15, 12, 10m), I can see where a high freqenency roofing filter 
would be strongly desired. Since these "roofing" filters cannot 

be made very tight at these frequencies with just a few crystals, 
it seems like a "real" filter at a much lower IF is then in order. 


It appears that the second IF and filter may be an unwelcome 
complication for a rig whose primary use may be wider modes of 


communications.
